Stars in your eyes? Where Michelin recognition doesn’t 
get in the way of a cracking restaurant experience 


The Harwood Arms is a prime 
example of Michelin quality 
food without the attitude

T he Michelin Guide. For 

some, entry into this small 
red book is the glittering 
peak of culinary ambition, a 
stellar leap from 

gastronomic wannabe to the edible elite. 
To others, though, it's a tome to avoid, a 
place where thick carpets, gleaming 
glasses and strangely shaped plates take 
precedence over real food. 

I've wasted far too many hours in 
frigid, hushed temples to supposed good 
taste to be in thrall to these stars; 
restaurants where conversation is 
constantly interrupted by an irksome 
stream of menu explication. And dinners 
where course after course of artful 
artifice, with their smears and towers and 
edible soils, depress rather than delight. 
Give me trattorias and ramen bars, dim 
sum joints and street food carts any day - 
but to write off every Michelin restaurant 
is as idiotic as it is myopic. 

Some of my favourite places in 
London are served up with a star or two. 
Like Locanda Locatelli, Giorgio Locatelli's 
eternally wonderful eponymous gaff, 
where you'll find regional Italian food to 
make the soul sing. Angela Hartnett 
serves up Italian magic at Murano in St 
James, while lunch at Jason Atherton's 
Pollen Street Social still fills me with 
giddy, greedy glee. 

St John, Fergus Henderson's glorious 
paean to real food, is as far removed 
from the Michelin mausoleum as could 
possibly be. Succour and good cheer rule 
here. Galvin La Chapelle is another star, 
high-end French tucker without the 
merest soupgon of pretension. Brasserrie 
Chavot is pure Gallic bliss, just like the

Moving west, there's the sublime 
River Cafe, along with Fulham's The 
Harwood Arms, a gastropub that 
happens to sport a Michelin star. No 
foams here. Further south is Chez Bruce, 
Bruce Poole's elegant institution. Like all 
of my favourite Michelin places, it has a 
brilliant chef who's more concerned with 
giving pleasure than showing off to 
his peers. 


...HAD MY CAKE 

I find it hard to get 
excited about cream 
stuffed cakes and pretty 
patisseries, but I did try 
some of the wares from 
the Parisian influenced 
La Patisserie Des Reves in 
Marylebone, and I have 
to admit, they're pretty 
damn fine. 


Up in the Two Star' constellation, 
things get a little more serious, but at my 
favourites, things are never staid or 
pompous. I'm still dazzled by Brett 
Graham's genius at The Ledbury in 
Notting Hill. The same goes for Ashley 
Palmer Watt's at Dinner By Heston 
Blumenthal, Marcus Wareing At The 
Berkeley (relaunching this month as 
'Marcus'), and Phil Howard at The 
Square. Not forgetting, of course, the 
legendary Le Gavroche, where Michel 
Roux Jr and Monica Galetti never cease 
to thrill. 

So while I refuse to be dazzled by the 
actual concept of Michelin stars, there's 
no question that some of London's great 
restaurants are garlanded with the 
things. At all of these great places, the 
eating always comes first.

The First Race 

The idea for a rowing race between 
the universities came from two 
school friends - Charles Merivale, a 
student at Cambridge, and Charles 
Wordsworth, who was at Oxford. 

On 12 March 1829, Cambridge sent 
a challenge to Oxford and the 
tradition was born which has 
continued to the present day, 
where the loser of the previous year's race challenges the opposition to a rematch. The 
first race took place at Henley-on-Thames and was won by Oxford. 

The second race took place in London in 1836 and it was not until 1845 that the now 
traditional Putney to Mortlake course was raced. Races have been held every year since.

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Making an 

IMPRESSION 

Will Gore talks to Alistair McGowan about 
Pygmalion, planes and his passion for Barnes 



A s far as theatrical roles go. 
Professor Henry Higgins is 
just about the perfect one 
for Alistair McGowan. The 
impressionist has spent his 
working life studying the voices of 
celebrities, sports stars and politicians, 
so it's no surprise he recently jumped at 
the chance to play Higgins, the 
phonetics expert who takes Cockney 
flower girl Eliza Doolittle under his 
wing, for the second time in his career. 

Alistair, a Barnes resident for more 
than a decade, is set to star at Richmond 
Theatre in a new touring production of 
George Bernard Shaw's Pygmalion , the 
play that inspired Lerner and Lowe's 
famous musical. My Fair Lady. He first 
played Higgins in the West End in 2011 
and he tells me during a break in 
rehearsals that his affinity with the part 
goes back to his teenage years. 

T saw the film of My Fair Lady when 
I was 13 or 14, and in those days it 
seemed like everyone was putting it on 
so I was very aware of it,' he says. 

'When Higgins says that line in the 
play, 'I can place any man's accent 
within six miles', I just thought that's 
what I wanted to be able to do. I'm sure 
if you asked people who know me or 
have worked with me, they'd say, 'He 
did that to me after about five minutes'. 

I still do it now and try and guess but 
don't get it right very often. I probably 
get within about 40 miles.' 

Alistair, who made a name for himself 
with his BBC series The Big Impression , 
says his interest in speech and language 
was inspired by his parents. His father, 
who moved to Britain from India, was 
fascinated by the various ways British 
people spoke, while his mother was a 
gifted mimic. 

Despite his passion for the subject, 
he insists you do not have to be an 
impressionist or phonetics expert to 
enjoy Pygmalion. While also being very 
funny, he says it is as relevant today as 
when Bernard Shaw wrote it in 1912. 

'We see things in the paper every week 
about the power of language, how 
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accents can restrict what we do and the 
way others see us, and I don't think that 
will ever change,' he says. 

The tour of Pygmalion will call in on 
Richmond Theatre from April 14 to 19 
and he is looking forward to performing 
at a venue not too far from his Barnes 
home. He has lived in Barnes on and off 
for the last 14 years and he describes it 
as 'the perfect place'. He talks 
enthusiastically about his local sports 
clubs where he indulges his passion for 
swimming and tennis, the new cinema 
at the Olympic Studios and the array of 
independent shops and restaurants. 

'The locals shops are brilliant,' he 
tells me. 'Two Peas in a Pod is my 
lifeblood. I eat lots of fruit and veg and 
they've expanded so that's my local 
supermarket now. I get everything there 
and it's all such good quality. Then there 
is the great butcher and fishmonger.

and there's a fantastic bookshop too. 

'People always say to me, you must 
go to Richmond or Putney a lot, but 
I don't. They are nice places to go but 
when you're in Barnes you generally 
don't need to go anywhere.' 

As well as being busy acting in plays, 
performing comedy and enjoying 
himself in Barnes, Alistair is also a 
committed environmental campaigner 
and has been a vocal opponent of the 
proposed third runway at Heathrow. 
Like many in the area, he is committed 
to fighting the expansion plans. 


'There is a large groundswell of 
people who don't want the third runway 
and I'm very much behind that,' he says. 
'When the campaign against it started a 
lot of people thought Greenpeace was 
saying everyone must stop flying but 
that would be naive. This is about the 
expansion.' 

With our interview time coming to an 
end he makes the point that those 
opposing the expansion are 'not just a 
few wealthy people in Barnes 
complaining,' but also people living in 
Hounslow, Datchet, Slough and Windsor. 

'Millions of people are affected by 
aircraft noise. We'd love it to be less 
than it is but we certainly don't want it 
to be more than it is,' he says. 'Heathrow 
is being held up as a key to the economy 
but the economy is one thing and 
people's health and happiness is another.'

HOW AND WHY DID YOU START 
UP YOUR INTERIORS BUSINESS? 

It all began less than a year ago when 
I was working with an events company 
in London. Whilst there, one of the 
events we were working on was for the 
Telegraph tent at the Hay Literary 
Festival and the theme for their 
installation was 'Alice through the 
Looking Glass'. As a perk of the job 
I was commissioned to design nine 


bespoke 'Alice through the Looking 
Glass' plates for the installation 
featuring an assortment of characters 
which I re-illustrated by hand from the 
original story. After completing this 
work, I realised that I loved getting back 
in touch with the illustrator side of me 
and creating a piece of work for others 
to enjoy. After some great feedback on 
the plates, I decided to look into getting 
them made as a collection with a pottery 


in Stoke-on-Trent and I haven't looked 
back since! I have since designed three 
further collections, the Alphabet 
collection of illustrated tiny people 
getting up to tiny things, the Animal 
collection of abstract exotic animals, and 
the Tiny collection of mugs and stacking 
coffee cups. I launched my collections 
with a collective of designers with 
'PopUp Britain' in a pop-up shop in 
Piccadilly Circus last summer where

I met one of my first stockists, the British 
Library, and ever since then it's been a 
roller-coaster ride of new collections. 

I also attended my first trade show this 
year, where I met new stockists such as 
Rick Stein's Seafood Restaurant, Harrods 
and future potential stockists such as 
Fortnum and Mason's and Paperchase - 
so from quite an unexpected opportunity 
my business was born. 

WHAT WERE THE BIGGEST 
CHALLENGES YOU FACED? 

Starting from the point of being a 
designer, getting my head around 
turning my illustrations from a drawing 
in a sketch book to a product to sell 
where you're suddenly surrounded by 
spreadsheets and talking margins and 
trade prices with suppliers took a bit of 
getting used to. However, it was 
incredibly exciting to see my illustrations 
transformed into fine bone china plates, 
greetings cards and art prints and to 
then go out, suitcase full of products in 
hand, into the world to start selling it all. 

HOW DID YOU GET THE RANGE 
STOCKED IN LIBERTY? 

I was approached by a buyer 
from Liberty who had seen 
my work at an arts event 
I had sold my work at. 

This was incredibly 
exciting as Liberty had 
always been in my top 
three dream shops to 
be stocked in, so it's 
quite surreal to walk in 
and see my work for 
sale with the little Liberty 
sticker on it - I even bought 
one of my own pieces.

WHERE DO YOU SHOP FOR 
INTERIORS YOURSELF? 

I'm a bit of a magpie when I shop - and 
more often than not when I see something 
shiny I buy it! I tend to buy eclectic 
pieces from a range of places. My 
current collection of pieces range from 
a large blue ceramic cherub to a giant 
golden hare. The places that 
I think you're almost guaranteed to find 
something interesting are Anthropologie, 
Liberty, Petersham Nurseries and 
sometimes the local car boot sales; 

I picked up three very nice apothecary 
jars at the Grey Court School car boot 
sale last year - you never know what you 
might chance upon. 

WHAT INSPIRES YOU? 

I'm most inspired when 
I go out for walks in and 
around Richmond 
(having grown up in 
Richmond I know all 
the little alleyways 
and short-cuts). 

I love the almost 
countryside feel 
Richmond has to it, 
especially with the park, 
and it's great to have 
really lovely places such as 


Petersham Nurseries, where you can 
spend hours just looking at amazing 
pieces from all over the world then stroll 
through Petersham Meadows and up to 
Richmond Terrace to the Hollyhock Cafe 
for refreshment with a beautiful view 
over the Thames. 

WHAT DO YOU LIKE ABOUT 
RICHMOND? 

I love the history of the area and the fact 
that you can still see it everywhere you 
go, from a little old watchman's hut 
nestled away by the Fox and Duck pub 
in Petersham to the protected view from 
Richmond Terrace - it's still a beautiful 
area that's been relatively untouched. 

I love the fact that you can walk from 
somewhere like Ham House, along the 
river and into 

Richmond, then home Tiny

Park and past a few 
deer - and yet still 
only be about 30 
minutes from 
London.

The only way was up for this family’s dark basement kitchen in Fulham 


T he owners of this fabulous 
Fulham kitchen haven't 
always had such a bright 
and sociable space to cook, 
eat and entertain in. The 
kitchen was originally on the lower 
ground floor of the building/ explains 
Rob Gelling of Kitchen Architecture, 
who took on the project. The existing 
basement kitchen was a very dull space 
and although the project involved 
moving it 'from a big room to a smaller, 
narrower room upstairs, we knew it was 
the right thing to do,' he says. The 
ground floor, with its beautiful big bay 
windows, allowed the living areas to 
connect and flow, and for the kitchen to 
be a far more sociable place and a much 
better location for family living'. 

The main challenge Rob and the team 
faced was to 'open the kitchen up to the 


living space but retain the grand, elegant 
nature of the house. The clients entertain 
regularly using outside caterers so the 
kitchen had to be suitable for this but 
also function as a family kitchen and 
informal entertaining space for the rest 
of the time.' 

With that in mind, every element and 
function had to be meticulously planned. 
The integrated sub-zero fridge freezer is 
positioned near the door for ease of 
unpacking groceries, while the sink is 
located on the island opposite for ease of 
washing and prep,' says Rob. The Miele 
dishwasher has been raised in the tall 
block to avoid bending down and this 
has been positioned next to the cutlery 
and crockery drawers and close to the 
sink, bin, utensils and pan drawer on the 
island ensuring the whole dishwasher 
process is as labour-efficient and easy as 


humanly possible.' 

'Small appliances are concealed in the 
shutter unit with plugs for the coffee 
machine and toaster, and shelves above 
for glasses, cups and saucers.'

II Casale

W hat we first noticed about 

II Casale in Hampton Hill was 
its charming, rustic feel - very 
apt when you realise that II Casale 
means 'the farmhouse'. Co-owner 
Giuseppe extended a warm Italian 
welcome and was happy to discuss the 
menu, offering back stories to all the 
dishes, and an education into the 
traditions of Italian dining. 

To start, we chose polenta and cheese 
- a traditional northern Italian dish that 
was beautifully cooked and very rich. 

Not something I'd encountered in a UK 
restaurant before, Giuseppe informed us 
it's much more likely to be found at a 
family meal. Either way, it was a perfect 
starter to share. Tiger prawns with 
garlic and chilli came out sizzling 
dramatically, with a a lovely spicy kick 
that wasn't too overwhelming. 

Fresh king scallops came pan-fried 
and wrapped in pancetta, on a bed of 
fresh spinach with a creamy garlic sauce 
- a wonderful dish, exceptionally well 
cooked and obviously one of the best 
offerings on the menu. 

A main dish of pork belly with 
paprika mash put a smile on our faces - 
crispy crackling with soft and succulent 
meat underneath on a bed of creamy 
mash. The paprika didn't overpower the 


dish and complimented the pork 
wonderfully. 

Head chef Andrea trained in Venezia 
near Venice in traditional italian 
restaurants, and has used this 
experience and his upbringing to inspire 
his dishes, creating a lovely and diverse 
menu which caters for all tastes. All 
pasta is prepared by hand on the 
premises daily, and there's an 
exceptional selection of fish courses too 
- our only regret was that we didn't 
have enough room to try them this time.

A matter of taste 

Elliot Tucker explores Twickenham’s food scene, and finds that it’s tastier 
than ever, with brilliant independent traders, and great places to eat and drink 


W hen you think of 
food and drink 
destinations in 
London, 

Twickenham may 

not be on many lists. In fact it may not 
be on any at all. However, that is 
something that's changing, as a slow 
burning foodie revolution sweeps 
through the area. With a series of high- 
end pubs, bars and restaurants serving 
popping up alongside excellent butchers 
and fishmongers, as well as its own 
brewery, Twickenham is fast becoming 
a food and drink haven. 

The latest addition to the area is 
Stokes & Moncreiff. Opened in early 
February this is a venture backed by 
former England and Wasps star Simon 
Shaw, in conjunction with his rugby 
corporate hospitality company Set Piece 
Events. With 71 international caps and 
over 300 English Premiership 
appearances, it comes as no surprise 
that Simon has named his first pub after 
the respective English and Scottish 
managers of the world's first 
international rugby union match in 1871. 
However manager Steve Strange is keen 
to point out that 'this is not just a rugby 
pub, 95% of the time this will just be a 
good, local place to eat and drink'. 

Cnsidering the keys were only 
handed over on the last week of January 
and trading began three weeks later, the 
team at Stokes & Moncreiff have 
achieved a staggering amount in a very 
short space of time. 'It was tough,' says 
Steve. 'But Simon had a very direct 
vision and we had a great team, 
everyone pulled together and we opened 
serving ale from the barrel as we still 
didn't have proper pumps!' 

The food here is something that Steve 
and the team are very proud of, and the 
menu is a solid, traditional one, 
featuring the likes of hay smoked lamb 
and spelt and barley risotto. Steve 
explains, 'We very much wanted to 
keep the ingredients and the 
food as local as 
possible, and 
certainly 
within 
southern 
England.' With 


fish supplied by Sandys on the High 
Street and pints of Grandstand from 
Twickenham Fine Ales on tap, it seems 
that Stokes & Moncreiff have taken to 
Twickenham like a duck to water. 'We 
want to support local businesses and be 
a part of the local scene,' explains Steve. 

With pubs and bars of this ilk 
springing up all over Twickenham, it is 
fitting then that the area should have its 
own award-winning brewery. 
Twickenham Fine Ales opened in 2004 
on Edwin Road on a scale so small it's 
hard to believe what has been achieved 
in just 10 years. One brewer, one 
drayman and two beers have grown into 
a fully working brewery of six full time 
staff, brewing four days a week. An 
average of 20,000 pints a week of any of

their four regular or four seasonal ales 
are distributed from the new site on 
Mereway Road, just off Twickenham 
Green, all over London and to parts of 
the Home Counties. Their star brew. 
Naked Ladies (named after the statues at 
York House, Marble Hill), recently took 
silver in the Golden Ale category for 
South East England at the Champion 
Beer of Britain Awards. As gold went 
out of London, Twickenham Fine Ales 
are currently brewing officially the best 
golden ale in London. 

Founder and owner of the brewery 
Steve Brown comments that

area wholeheartedly,

of local pubs. On match day at 
Harlequins and Twickenham we open 
the brewery into a bar/shop and we are 
always packed out.' 

Down the road in Twickenham town 
centre are the much-loved Laverstoke 
Park Farm butchers and Sandys 
fishmongers. Laverstoke opened its 
doors in 2011 and has built a reputation 
for supplying the best cuts of organic 
meat cheeses, vegetables and even ice 
cream. Manager Robert Bulbeck says, 
'Twickenham residents are very 
discerning and want the best meat of the 
best origin. And that's what we supply.' 
Alongside traditional meats they also 
stock boar and buffalo, which is 
apparently 'very popular with the lads at 
Twickenham rugby ground'. Opposite 
Laverstoke is Sandys fishmongers, 
which has been going since 1977, and is 
a much-loved mainstay of Twickenham. 
Stuart Sandys is the owner and enjoys 
being part of the local community, 
commenting, 'We supply a lot of local 
pubs and restaurants with quality fresh 
fish and game. It's a battle to keep 
quality over convenience but the people 
of Twickenham have good taste!' 

For a small area, Twickenham is 
offering a seriously impressive array of 
food and drink options. The rugby 
crowds and visitors may benefit from 
what's on offer but for locals, it's exciting 
to have such choice on our doorsteps, 
and it won't stay secret for long.

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Janelle Butterfield looks at why the Caribbean island of Barbados is fast 
becoming a second home for those wanting a little piece of paradise 


W hile the West Indies 
have long enjoyed a 
strong tourist trade 
thanks to the balmy 
temperatures and 

flawless beaches, Barbados is unique in 
its pull, with many guests staying longer 
each year - sometimes never to return 
home. Regularly in the headlines as 
everyone from Cara Delevigne to Simon 


Cowell soak up island life, it seems even 
those who travel far and wide keep 
returning to this tropical haven. 

After an eight-hour hop across the 
Atlantic, it's not hard to see why. 
Arriving on the island we're instantly 
met with 28 degree heat, the famous rum

punch and a signature warm, Bajan 
greeting. It's a short transfer to our villa, 
where views of the Caribbean ocean 
stretch for miles. Sitting on the west 
coast, the Royal Westmoreland resort is 
set amongst 750 acres, with homes 
tucked away into discreet enclaves 
providing a sense of privacy across the 
manicured lawns and a sprawling 7,045 
yard golf course. With a growing ex-pat 



community and endless sunshine, over 
20 % of owners now live here all year 
round as the resort has fast become a 
go-to for investors. 

Once acclimatised (just add more rum 
punch), one of the best ways to see 
Barbados is by boat, providing 
picturesque views of the colourful 
coastline and the country's natural 
wildlife. Setting sail on the Silver Moon 
Catamaran, our first stop is a quiet bay 
where turtles swim freely amongst the 
snorkelers, and schools of brightly 
coloured fish teem amongst shipwrecks, 
before mooring alongside a secluded 
beach for a fresh lunch provided by our 
fantastic crew. 

Just 21 miles long and 14 miles wide, 
Barbados, or 'Little England' as it's 
affectionately nicknamed, is an ideal 
place to explore tropical terrain or 
simply indulge in home comforts; 
tourists can drive along the rugged east 
coast to see some of the natural 
landscape or head into Hole Town to 
peruse the designer boutiques and bars. 
If it's rum you're after - and you will be

on arrival - the Mount Gay Rum Tour 
offers a historical background of the 
country's greatest export, complete with 
a tasting session that'll leave you 
positively horizontal. 

Granted independence in 1966, the 
Queen is head of state here, and there's 
a strong British influence, not least of all 
in the food (just try the bread and butter 
pudding). The Cliff has long been 
heralded as offering some of the island's 
finest cuisine, marrying stunning views 
of the coastline with five star service and 
a fantastic selection of British-inspired 
dishes with a Caribbean twist. Further 
south. Art Deco-inspired Cin Cin has 
become the relaxed choice for 
contemporary Mediterranean dishes - 
and you might even spot a turtle 
swimming by. All too aware of the 
culinary delights, we hit the on-site gym, 
where a morning work-out makes way 
for more rum punch and classic sweet 
potato pie at the resort's Rum Shak. 

One thing you can't help but notice 
wherever you are in Barbados is the 
great sense of humour and welcoming

nature of islanders. There's affection for 
Brits amongst Barbadians, who are 
always happy to stop and chat. Looking 
to experience their laid-back party vibe 
we head to Mullins Beach Bar, just a 
stone's throw from Westmoreland, 
where freshly muddled cocktails are 
served up to a sunset backdrop, live 
reggae music and plenty of local charm. 

Saying goodbye to this paradise 
island wasn't easy, but as the sun set on 
a memorable getaway, I suspect just like 
those in the know. I'll be back very soon.
